and 292 persons were injured in 
363 auto accidents investigated by 
state police from the local sub- 
station during 1961. 


The recapitulation of the ac- 


tivities of the officers shows dam- 
age in the accidents totaled $281,- 
968. 


1961's toll of the county high- 


ways compares to 397 accidents in 
1960 
in which 14 persons were 


killed and 275 injured. Damage in 
the auto accidents in 1960 was 
estimated at $278,670. 
2,865 INJURED _ 


The 19 deaths in the accidents 


of the county during 1961 com- 
pares to 14 in 19SO: 24 in 1959; 23 
in 1958; 26 in 1957; 19 in 1956; 25 
in 1955; 15 in 1954; 11 in 1953, and 
17 in 1952. Thus 193 people were 
killed on the Adams County high- 
ways during the last decade. 


Injured in the accidents during 


the comparable 
10-year period 


were 292 in 1961; 275 in 1960; 308 
in 1959; 279 in 1958; 282 in 1957; 
312 in 1956; 318 in 1955; 283 in 
1954; 
280 in 1953, and 238 in 1952, 


or a total of 2,865 hurt in the ac- 
cidents investigated by state police 
from the local substation during 
the decade. The number does not 
include those hurt or fatally in- 
jured in accidents investigated by 
local police in the various bor- 
oughs and townships of the coun- 
ty during the period. 
1,761 ARRESTS 


The number of auto accidents 


investigated by bhe officers dur- 
ing the last decade total 3,574. 
There were 363 in 1961. 397 in I960, 
362 in 1959, 337 in 1958, 365 in 
1957, 
362 in 1956. 343 in 1955, 364 


in 1954, 374 in 1953 and 307 in 
1952. 


During the last year %he offi- 


cers made 1,761 arrests on traffic 
charges. The number compares

During December the officers

was killed and 32 hurt. Damage 
was $24,973. That compares to 
33 accidents in which no one was 
killed and 15 were injured while 
damage totaled $13,330 in De- 
cember 1960.

STATE COURT 
SAYS SMITH TO 
DIE IN CHAIR 


PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) — 


Pennsylvania's Supreme Court 
today upheld the death sen- 
tence imposed an Elmo Smith, 
a 40 - year - old Bridgeport 
handyman convicted of the 
rape-murder of a 
Philadel- 


phia schoolgirl. 
Smith was found guilty of first 


degree murder for the slaying of 
Maryann Mitchell, 16, who was 
seized on a street in Philadelphia 
as she was returning home from 
a motion picture. 
> 


Her battered body was found 


two days later in an isolated gul- 
ly in Whitemarsl- Township, Mont- 
gomery County, chree days after 
Christmas, 1959. 
"NO POWER TO REVERSE" 


Chief Justice John C. Bell wrote 


the unanimous opinion and said 
the court "had no power to re- 
verse or reduce the verdict of a 
jury which has lawfully imposed 
the penalty of death, on the 
grounds of abuse of discretion, or 
because defendant was a moron, 
or had an irresistible impulse, or 
was a sexual pervert, or was a 
criminally inclined psycopath, or 
for any similar phychotic rea- 
sons." 


Bell described Smith as a "dan- 


gerous potential murderer with a 
lust for rape and with the brutal 
instincts and actions of a cave- 
man." 
CONVICTED HERE 


Smith carried his appeal against 


death in the electric chair to the 
state's highest tribunal on the 
ground that the jury abused its 
discretion in failing to give him 
a life sentence. 


It was this argument the high 


court rejected. 


Smith was convicted in Adams 


County on Sept. 14 1960. The trial 
was transferred to Gettysburg 
from Norristown on defense mo- 
tions that he would not be able to 
get a fair and impartial penal in 
the immediate region where the 
crime was convicted. 


Smith at the time of his trial 


was examined by four psychia- 
trists, all of whom agreed he was 
sane at the time he committed 
the crime.

There was a foot of snow., in 


southwest Virginia and in moun- 
tain areas of Tennessee. Six to 
8 inches of snow covered the 
ground in southern Virginia, with 
4 in Richmond and 3 to 5 inches

Schools in 24 counties and 3 
cities were closed. 


In addition to the 12 inches-of 


snow in mountain areas in Ten- 
nessee, 1 to 4 inches was on the 
ground in the extreme eastern 
sections.

YEAR IN LOGAL 


The 10 inches of snow that fell 


in Gettysburg last month made 
1961 the snowiest year in Gettys- 
burg weather annals. 


'' There were heat and cold rec- 
ords set and some months were 
very wet and other very dry but 
average temperatures and total 
rainfall carne out close enough to 
the mythical "normal" to make 
the year undistinguished in any 
respect except that it got more 
snow than any 12-month period 
since continuous weather records 
were begun here in 1903. 


Snows last year totaled 66.2 


inches, the first time any year 
ever has seen more than five feet 


snow here. 


HEAVIEST IN JANUARY 


The nearest approaches to the 


.961 mark came in 1914 when the 
nowfall total was 58.9 inches; 
n 1906 -when the total was 38.2 
inches and in 1917 when the snows 
measured 57 inches. 


The greatest amount of snow 
ell in January when 23 inches 
were measured. February was a 
close second with 22.7 inches and 
»th months saw below zero tem- 
peratures. There was only an 
nCh and a half of snow in March 
but April added six inches. There 
were three more inches in No- 
vember and the 10 in December 
set the new record. 


The snows in 1960 totaled 46.3 


nches and made that year the 
snowiest here since 1924 but 1981 
eft it far behind. Snowfall totals 
n recent years follow: 1961, 66.2 
nches;

BEJA, Portugal (AP)—The hunt 


was on today for political associ 
ates of a rebel leader who tried 
unsuccessfully to seize a military 
barracks and touch off a revolu- 
tion against Premier Antonio Sala- 
zar's government.

Varela Gomes, 37, an army offi- 
cer turned politician; lay near 
death in the Beja hospital, Manu- 
el Serra, a former Roman Catho- 
lic youth leader who authorities 
said shared leadership of the up- 
rising with Gomes, was captured 
while heading for the Spanish 
border with four heavily armed 
companions. 
NOTABLE CASUALTY 


Between 40 and 50 persons, 


most of them workers, apparently 
were in the band that engaged 
Safezar's trcops in a three-hour 
gun battle Monday at the bar- 
racks of the 3rd Infantry regi- 
ment. Officials at first announced 
all had been killed or captured. 


But so far the government has 


announced only one rebel killed, 
two wounded and 20 others cap- 
tured. It appeared some might 
still be at large, although the reb- 
e1 casualties were believed to 
have been much higher than the 
government said. 


Most notable casualty on -the 


government - side was Lt. Col 
Jaime Filipe da Fonseca, under- 
secretary for war who rushed to 
the southern city of Beja from 
Lisbon. He ordered the governT 
ment forces to hold their fire and 
then walked into the barracks to 
demand that the rebels surrender. 
They shot him down. He died 
later in the hospital. 
TIGHTEN SECURITY 


The government tightened se- 


curity precautions by placing all 
police and military units in a 
"state of prevention." There was 
no general alert, but a huge Lis- 
bon rally scheduled for Wednes- 
day night was canceled, officially 
in mourning for Da Fonseca. 


Salazar was to have addressed 


the rally to outline Portuguese 
policy for 1962 following a year 
of painful and embarrassing set- 
backs ranging from the seizure of 
the liner Santa Maria on the higb 
seas to the Indian seizure of Goa. 


The ill-fated uprising began in 


the sleepy New Year's morning. 


Witnesses said the rebels burst 


past the guardpost at the bar- 
racks, smashed into the officers' 
quarters and overcame the drowsy 
men. Two ju-nior officers managed 
to escape to another strong point 
in the barracks and sounded the 
alarm. 


The rebels were pinned down in 


the officers' quarters by machine- 
gun fire but could not be dis- 
lodged. Then Da Fonseca arrived 
and tried to arrange a surrender, 
at the cost of his own life. 


The shooting of the undersec- 


retary for war aroused the loyal 
troops and panicked the rebels. 
A number attempted to escape by 
seizing army vehicles and driving 
from the barracks All were cap- 
tured, and resistance crumbled.

STEEL LEADER 
BEN FAIRLESS 
EXPIRES AT 71 
LIGONIER, Pa. (AP) — Benja- 


min 
Fairless, who rose 
from 


newsboy, and part-time janitor to 
become head of the largest steel 
firm in the United States, died 
Monday at the age of 71. 


Fairless, president of the Amer- 


ican Iron & Steel Institute and 
retired board chairman of U. S. 
Steel Corp., died at his home in 
ihis western Pennsylvania town in 
he foothills 
cf the Allegheny 


Mountains. 
, 


He recently spent six weeks in 
Pittsburgh hospital for treat- 


ment for pleurisy, but the cause 
>f his death was not learned. 


Just two weeks ago, he had been 


granted a divorce on grounds of 
ndignities from his second wife, 
the former Mrs. • Hazel Hatfield 
Sproul, daughter of one-time Gov. 
Henry D. Hatfield of West Vir- 
;inia. Fairless' first wife, Jane 
Blanche Truby, died in 1942. 


Fairless was grateful to his 


native land for the opportunities it 
afforded him. 
FARED WELL HERE 


"In what other country of this 


world could I have fared as well 
as I have here in the United 
States?" he once remarked in a 
speech. 


Fairless was barn in 
Pigeon 


Jun, a mining town near Canton, 
Ohio, 
a son of Mr. and Mrs. 


David D. Williams. When only two 
years old, he was sent to live 
with an uncle and aunt, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jacob Fairless, at Justus, 
Ohio. They later adopted him. 


Fairless peddled newspapers at 


the age of five. At 15, he was 
working as a part-time janitor in 
a high school for $65 a year. 


He attended the University of 


Wooster, playing semi-pro base- 
ball in his spare time, and later 
studied civil engineering at Ohio 
Northern University. 


He got into the steel business 


because of 00x6/5 Army and a 
streetcar ride. 


He had heard that Coxey's Army 


was gathering at Massillon, Ohio, 
in 1913 for a march on Washington 
to demand jobs. Fairless climbed 
aboard 'a trolley for Massillon to 
see the Army. 


But while en route, he noticed 


a new steel plant under construc- 
ion. He got off the trolley, ap- 
jlied for an engineering job with 
Central Steel Co. of Xassillon and 
was hired. 
RETIRED IN 1955 


By the age of 38, he was presi- 


dent and general manager of Cen- 
tral Alloy Steel, a firm that was 
formed in a merger of Central 
Steel and United Alloy Steel. 


He continued rising through the 


steel industry ranks, becoming 
chief 
administrative officer 
of 


U. S. Steel in 1938 and board 
chairman and chief executive of- 
ficer in 1952. He retired in 1955. 


Fairless is survived by one son, 


Elaine of Pittsburgh; a sister and 
four grandchildren. 


Funeral services have been set

Gov. Lawrence's proposed 1962- 


)3 spending program, following a 
egislative recommendation, in- 
stead would provide aid to such 
institutions on the basis of indi- 
viduals assigned to them by var- 
ious programs. 


As a result, the homes previous- 


ly aided directly by the state in 
a lump appropriation, in the fu- 
ture will get assistance from other 
subsidy programs, such as public 


assistance services, reimburse- 
ment to counties for care of de- 
pendent, neglected and delinquent 
children, county reimbursements 
for care of the mentally retarded 
and services for the aging and 


.l.U. 
Aid appropriated directly to the 


homes for the 1961-62 fiscal pe- 
riod totals $456,069. 


Meanwhile, the administration 


forecast appropriations to state- 
aided community hospitals total- 
ling $13,939,500. That compares to
